То Be Or Not To Be? That 15 The Question.

T HE fate of our school publications is about to be decided. Are we 

to continue our Student Lantern and Aurora, or are they to be 
ruthlessly consigned to the memory of the “good old days” that are 
past and gone forever"? Do we want Saginaw High to be in that ever- 
decreasing list of schools which publish no annual? It is almost im- 
possible to believe that our Student Lantern, which received such 
honors in the national contest only a few months ago, is to be lost, and 
all that effort wasted. Parallel with the laurels gained by our Student 
Lantern in that contest was the fact that Saginaw High School was in- 
cluded among the schools that are awake and doing things. Our 
student publications mean a lot to us. Even greater than the strong 
sentiment which attaches itself to them is the actual benefit derived 
from the work of getting them out. 

Thirty four years ago the first Aurora was published. А few 
years earlier the Lyceum Advocate, the forerunner of the present 
Student Lantern, had appeared. Several business firms of the city 
tried the experiment of advertising in them. Their experiment proved 
so successful that the following year they renewed their ads, and con- 
tinued to do so year after year. Since that time our school has 
changed. New rooms have been added to the first building, and now 
we have our fine Manual Training building. The student body has 
also greatly increased. The appearance of Saginaw has changed in 
that thirty years. .Many of the old business firms have changed their 
management from father to son. Their trade has shifted and т- 
creased. They have, in a great many cases, moved into better build- 
ings to accommodate their increased business. But still, through all 
their changes, they have continued their advertisements in the publi- 
cations of Saginaw High School. Today we find several of the same 
ads, in different form, perhaps, that appeared in those first issues so 
many years ago. Among these are Swinton's Book Store, Heavenrich, 
Morley Brothers, Grant's Jewelry Store, Seemann & Peters, Second 
National Bank, People's Savings Bank, the Bank of Saginaw, Kindler's 
Sporting Goods. Why have they continued this for thirty-five years? | 
Experience proved that it paid. Why did the Bank of Saginaw, a | 
strictly business firm, dispute the right of Morley Brothers to the back 
cover of the Student Lantern just a few years ago? Why did Morley 
Brothers insist on keeping that space for the year, and why did we 
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have to promise the use of that space to the Bank of Saginaw for 
future years? Was it merely generosity toward the school? No. It 
was because they both realized the value of an ad on that back cover. 
If it has paid, and to that extent, for thirty-five years, there is no 
reason to believe it does not pay now. 

There are about seven hundred students in Saginaw High School, 
all of whom are interested in the student publications. Six hundred 
Student Lanterns are sold each month. There are, as an average, four 
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Saginaw (E. S.) High School, 1890 


people in each home, who read the Lantern. This makes twenty-four 
hundred people reading it. The other hundred students borrow a 
Lantern from some one else and read it. The Student Lantern is pub- 
lished eight times each year, and the same ads appear in the same 
space each month. Thus, twenty thousand people read these ads. 
Let us say that each issue is read four times by the students, which is a 
small estimate. Therefore the ads are seen eighty thousand times. 
The Aurora is published once each year and is sold to about four 
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hundred students, who take their copies home and keep them. Thus, 
sixteen hundred people read the Aurora when it is first published. If 
we estimate that each Aurora is read six times each year, we find that 
the ads are seen nine thousand, six hundred times. Because, for the 
most part, the same advertisements appear in both publications, we 
find that they have an equivalent circulation of eighty-nine thousand, 
six hundred. This estimate is small, and does not include the number 
of people who read them in the Library, where both Student Lantern 
and Aurora are always found. Nor does it include the number of 
times the publications are read in after years, for we have proven that 
they are kept. The first three Auroras ever published were placed in 
the principal’s hands just a few days ago. It is impossible, therefore, 
to make any kind of an accurate estimate, beyond the eighty nine 
thousand six hundred, of the circulation of our publications. 

Does advertising in them pay? Does it pay in any other mag- 
azines? Whether it does or not, we know that it is extensively done 
by all the larger business firms. Therefore, why should it not pay in 
our magazines, which in the long run, have a wider circulation than 
many others, for the reason that they are kept and valued, while 
others are thrown down as soon as read. 

The advertising is carefully placed and clearly printed in our 
publications. Both in the front and back of them, the ads are placed 
among the short articles of interest to all students. Even the jokes are 
placed in such a way, that when reading them one cannot fail to see 
the ads. 

Everyone is interested in school publications of any sort. For 
this very reason, is it not of value to advertise there? Those who are 
interested in school affairs have a kindly feeling toward others who 
are. So, it is only clever business to keep up that kindly feeling among 
the people of Saginaw. 

The students themselves must wake up to what this question 
really means. It is not a joke, and is not done merely to amuse a few, 
although some have evidently thought so. If we are not able to con- 
tinue the Student Lantern and Aurora, they will realize when too late, 
what it means to have nothing to link them in later years, to their High 
School days, other than a dim memory. 

It seems to me that this must turn out as we want it to, that our 
business friends will still support us. We have a school to be proud to 
call our own, and I believe we will have a Student Lantern and Aurora 
worthy of our school. 
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HE primary reason for com- 
ing to school is to study or in 
a larger sense, to get an 
education. Of what а high 
school education consists can- 
not clearly be defined, perhaps, 
but certainly it should contain 
a certain percentage of social 
or out-side activity with one’s 
class-mates аз this outside 
activity plays a very im- 
portant part in the building up 
of what is called school-spirit. 
It may be said, therefore, that 
when the percentages of the 
two, the education gained from 
books апа outside activities, 
bave the right proportions, an 
ideal education is the result. But 
when the proportions are not 
right one or the other suffers. 
We believe that there is too 
much outside activity which has 
a direct bearing on school life 
and which takes the time of a 
student. The following is a list 
of organizations апа societies 
connected directly with the 
school: Amphion, Boys Glee 
Club, Debating teams, Basket- 
ball squads, Plorad club, Plorad 
play, Senior play, Junior play, 
Latin club, Spanish club, Girl 
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Reserves, Hi-Y club, Thencean, 
Athletic Board of Control, 
Student Council, Orchestra, 
Aurora, and Student Lantern. 
Some of these, perhaps all. are 
absolutely necessary to any 
school, but if all are to exist, we 
think that there should be a 
limit to the number of organiz- 
ations to which a student could 
belong. Some students, espec- 
ially those in their Senior year, 
have so much outside work that 
their studies are neglected en- 
tirely or they try to divide their 
time fairly to everything and the 
result is that nothing of any con- 
sequence is accomplished. 
Either some of the outside 


activity should be eliminated or 
a limit, dependent on the stud- 
ent's scholastic record, should be 
placed on outside work, both in 
fairness to the student and to 
the organizations to which he 


belongs.
